Hr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Vcdrenne  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1972. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  nid-year  population  was 
4510,  compared  with  4550  in  1971.  Live  births  numbered  47,  compared  with 
66  in  1971,  while  the  number  of  deaths  -  62  -  was  ten  more  than  for  the 
previous  year.  This  produced  an  unfavourable  balance  of  deaths  over  births, 
but  this  does  not  account  for  the  total  decline  in  population,  part  of  which 
must  be  due  to  a  continued  movement  away  from  the  District.  Heart  disease 
was  the  most  common  cause  of  death,  followed  by  cancer  and  cerebrovascular 
disease,  in  that  order.  Cne  infant  death  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  once  again  was  low. 

In  the  environmental  field,  a  start  was  made  on  the  new  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of  Jacobstow  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  attention  is  drawn  to  the  continued  need  for  a  review  of  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  throughout  the  district  to  meet 
modem  requirements. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Whitefield,  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all 
aspects  of  our  work,  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  the  bulk  of  the 
information  in  the  environmental  section  having  been  provided  by  him.  The 
continued  help  cf  the  Clerk  and  the  Council's  other  officers  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  Council’s  continued  encouragement  and  support  are  most  gratefully 
acknowledged .

Area  (in  acres)  56,285.  The  Rural  District  of  Stratton  is  mainly 
agricultural  in  character  and  the  tourist  industry  in  the  coastal  area 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  community  life. 

Population  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  to  he  451C,  a  decrease  of  40  compared  with  1971.  The  "natural 
increase"  in  the  population  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  In  1972 
there  were  62  deaths  and  47  births,  15  fewer  births  than  deaths. 

Deaths  Hie  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  62.  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the  nid-year  population  was  15.7.

allow  for  the  difference  in  age  and  sox  distribution  of  the  two  populations. 
This  is  done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area 
Comparability  Factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
C.81  for  this  District. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  11.1  which  nay  bo 
compared  with  that  of  12.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Births  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  was  47  compared 
with  66  in  1971.  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  1C. 4.  When  the 
Registrar  General’s  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l.30)  is  applied 
to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  15.5  for  this  District, 
compared  with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales.

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GENERAL  PRC  VISION  CF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


General  nodical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  by  nodical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  thorn  undertake  natemity 
nedical  services . 

County  Council  Services 

I  health  Department  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health  authority 

for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 1946 

and  provides  the  following  services  in  the  district: 

(a)  Midwifery  and  Hone  Nursing:  Nurse-midwives  are  provided  to 
a.ttend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  hone. 

(b)  Health  Visiting:  Health  Visitors  are  available  to  give 
advice  on  health  natters  in  the  hone  or  at  the  clinic. 
Criminally  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  which  is  still  their  basic  function,  they  are 
increasingly  concerned  with  other  age  groups,  particularly 
the  aged.  Some  health  visitors  combine  this  work  with 
general  nursing  and  midwifery.  All  act  also  as  school  nurses. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic:  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(d)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  innuni s a ti on. against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus,  and  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  are 
provided  by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor,  or 
at  school,  in  the  case  of  reinforcing  doses. 

Vaccination  against  measles  is  now  provided  for  susceptible 
children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years  and  a  limited  scheme  of 
vaccination  against  German  measles,  for  older  girls  of 
soconda:ry  school  age,  has  been  introduced. 

(e)  Ambulance  Service:  A  service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For 
sitting  cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  arc  used.  Hhen 
appropriate,  some  such  cases  arc  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service,  a  voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration 
of  the  service  is  carried  on  from  the  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin 
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(f)  Prevention  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-care;  A  full-tine 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  hone  treatnent  of  such  persons 
when  required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  fanily  doctor. 

Routine  tuberculin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G. 
vaccination  (i.e.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis)  is 
provided  for  senior  school  children. 

Certain  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in 
other  types  fcf  illness  by  district  health  visitors,  while 
health  education  is  carried  out  by  the  County's  Medical 
and  Nursing  staff. 

II  Education  Denar tnent :  As  Local  Education  Authority,  the  County 

Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which 
provides  the  following

Child  Guidance,  by  arrangement. 

Ill  Social  Services  Department  The  Local  Authority  Social  Services 

Act,  197C,  which  resulted  from  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Local  Authority  and  Allied  Personal  Services  (the  Seebohn  Report), 
presented  to  Parliament  in  1968,  came  into  full  operation  on 
1st  April,  1971.  This  Act  required  the  County  Council  to  set  up  a 
Social  Services  Committee  and  appoint  a  Director  of  Social  Services, 
who  is  now  established  at  Old  Copnty  Hall,  Truro. 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  following:- 

All  duties  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Children's  Department 
All  duties  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health  and  Welfare 
Section  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department, 

Fanily  casework  with  the  physically  and  mentally  disabled. 

Day  centres,  clubs,  adult  training  centres,  workshops  and 
residential  accommodation  for  the  above. 

The  day  care  of  children  under  the  age  cf  five  years,  play¬ 
groups,  etc. /nurseries  and  child  minding. 

The  care  of  unsupported  mothers,  including  residential  care. 

Home  nelp  Service. 
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The  Department  retains  a  link  with  the  Health  Department  in 
that  the  County  Medical  Officer  remains  Medical  Adviser  to  the 
County  Council,  including  the  Social  Services  Committee,  and  the 
Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  deals  with  day-to-day  medical 
matters  affecting  the  Social  Services  Department. 

The  Social  Workers  for  the  District  work  from  Hendra, 

Dunheved  Road,  Launceston. 

Hospital  Service:  The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
the  hospital  authority  for  the  area.  Stratton  Cottage  Hospital 
provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities  in  the  district. 
Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and  elsewhere. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott  Hospital, 
Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthv  Chest  Hospital 
or  Tehidy  Hospital.  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided 
by  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and 
Moorfields  Hospital,  Ivybridge,  Devon. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  Stratton 
Hospital,  Bude  and  a  Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Holsworthy 
Hospital.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Stratton  Hospital. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school  children  is 
held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Bude.  A  Specialist  Ante-Hatal 
clinic  is  held  in  Launceston  each  week. 


Laboratory  Facilities  These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  Plymouth  and  Exeter,  to  which  specimens  for 
bacteriological  examination  are  sent.

WATER 


The  North  Devon  Water  Board  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  for 
the  whole  of  the  Stratton  Rural  District. 

A  borehole  supply  serving  the  Council  Estate  at  Bangors,  Poundstock 
also  serves  14  private  dwellings.  This  was  provided  by  the  Council  and  is  still 
maintained  by  this  Authority,  and  although  representations  have  been  made  to  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board  to  take  it  over,  they  have  been  unable  'to  do  so. 

The  number  of  units  of  accommodation  with  full  main  supplies  is  1567 
which  respresents  approximately  7 3$  of  the  total  number  of  units  of  accommodation 
in  the  Council's  area.

A  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Jacobstow  was  started  towards  the  end  of  1972.  This  was  brought  forward  in  the 
Council’s  programme  so  that  adequate  provision  for  drainage  could  be  made  for 
the  new  village  school  which  was  also  started  in  the  year. 

The  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Shop,  Morwenstow  is 
now  programmed  to  start  during  1973. 

The  comments  made  in  last  year's  report  regarding  the  difficulty  of 
complying  with  the  River  Authority's  Consent  Conditions  still  apply,  as  do  the 
remarks  regarding  the  necessary  reconstruction  or  improvements  to  existing 
sewage  disposal  works  to  cope  with  further  development. 

The  Council  will  therefore  shortly  need  to  decide  on  the  priority  for 
such  extensions  and  it  is  hoped  that  instructions  will  shortly  be  given  to  the 
Council's  Consutling  Engineers  to  prepare  schemes  of  the  extension  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  for  the  major  villages. 

In  addition  a  scheme  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  Crackington 
Haven  is  urgently  required,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  will  shortly  present  a  scheme  for  the  Council's  consideration. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


Twenty  pail  nlnaeta  have  been  converted  to  water  closets  during  the 

past  year. 


RJBLIC  CLEANSING 


In  the  1971  report  it  was  stated  that  it  was  hpped  to  increase  the 
frequency  of  refuse  collections  in  1972,  and  this  has  now  been  done  to  provide 
a  weekly  collection  throughout  the  area,  together  with  a  collection  of  litter 
from  lay-bys  and  public  open  spaces. 

No  street  cleaning  is  undertaken  by  the  Council,  but  there  is  an 
increasing  need  for  this  in  the  major  villages  and  the  more  popular  coastal  areas. 

A  bulky  refuse  disposal  service  is  also  desirable. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Public  Conveniences  are  provided  by  the  Council  at  Widenouth  Fay, 
Kilkhanpton,  Crackington  Haven,  Marhanchurch  and  Week  St.  Mary. 

The  conveniences  at  Widenouth  Bay  have  now  been  extended  and  these 
have  incorporated  a  toilet  specially  designed  to  cater  for  disabled  persons. 

SHOPS 


The  snail  village  shops  in  the  District  are  reasonably  satisfactory. 

CAMPING  SITES 


There  are  17  licensed  canping  sites,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  very 
few  isolated  caravans,  they  are,  under  the  terns  of  the  licence,  restricted  to 
seasonal  use  only. 

In  general  the  sites  are  well  maintained. 

CHALET  DEVELOPMENT 


Two-hundred  and  fifteen  holiday  chalets  have  now  been  erected  out  of 
the  268  chalets  for  whichapproval  has  been  given.

Brucella  Abortus  By  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer,  samples 
of  raw  milk  from  producer-retailers  in  the  area  are  taken  by  the  County 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Truro 
for  examinationc  Bulk  samples  are  first  subjected  to  the  Milk  Ring  Test,  and 
if  positive,  samples  from  the  individual  cows  in  the  herd  are  submitted  for 
culture  for  brucella  abortus. 
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Tho  results  given  below  refer  only  to  individual  samples  submitted 
for  culture.

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PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISUSES 


The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  tho 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following:--  Cholera,  plague,  relapsing  fever, 
typhus,  smallpox,  acute  encephalitis,  acute  meningitis,  acute  poliomyelitis, 
anthrax,  amoebic  dysentery,  bacillary  dysentery,  diphtheria,  infective  jaundice, 
leprosy,  leptospirosis,  malaria,  measles,  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  paratyphoid 
fever,  scarlet  fever,  tetanus,  tuberculosis,  whooping  cough,  yellow  ifeve:p6nd 
food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III, 
•SmlXipox  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  307  children 
in  tho  Health  Area  received  a  complete  course  of  immunisation  during  the  year, 
the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  .and  tetanus  being  used 
in  all  aaties.  397  children  received  reinforcing  injections,  the  diphtheria- 
tetanus  vaccine  being  used  in  these  cases, 

Whooning  Cough  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis  No  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  during  the  year,  in 
the  course  of  which  316  persons  in  the  Health  Area  received  a  complete  course 
of  oral  vaccination,  and  a  further  560  a  reinforcing  dose. 

Measles  Eight  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  measles  has  now  taken  its  place  as  one  of  the 
routine  protective  procedures  in  the  schedule  of  infant  vaccination,  and  is 
offered  during  the  second  year  of  life,  usually  following  the  completion  of 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination  courses 
at  the  age  of  one  year.  It  continued  to  be  available  also  for  older  children 
who  have  not  already  had  this  protection,  or  suffered  from  the  infection. 

During  the  year,  286  children  were  vaccinated  against  the  disease  in 
the  whole  of  the  Health  Area.

di ^covered  and  a  number  of  minor  conditions  were  laentified.  The  patient 
generll  practitioner  receives  a  copy  of  the  laboratory  report,  and  arranges 
for  appropriate  treatment.
